The first ticker, conceived by E. A. 
; Callahan, a telegraph operator, was 
installed in the office of David Gros- 
| beck & Company, in December, 1867, 
| for the accommodation of such fam- 
ous speculators as Daniel Drew. With- 
in a few months 100 bankers and 
members of the Exchange risked dam- 
age to office rugs and clothing from 
the spattering sulphuric acid battery 
which supplied electric current and 
leased “indicators”, as the tickers then 
were known, from the Gold & Stock 
Telegraph company. 

The original ticker actually was a 
| “gold and stock tndicator”. Its double- 
| faced tape showed the premium on 
gold on one side for the benefit of 
speculators, as well as merchants who 
used it as a basis for determining the 
day's prices of merchandise. The other 
side presented quotations on the fex 
Stocks then in trade. 

About 1869 the Produce and Cotton 
Exchanges adopted the ticker system, 
and in 1872 it was put into use ina 
London. The Gold & Stock Telegraph

panies. It supplanted not only its com- 
petitors, but also other systems. 


About 1885, however, a more for-

Gold & Stock whereby that firm con- 
fined its operations to the section 
north of Canal street. The Commercial! 
company, which later became the pre- 
sent New York Quotation company 
rved Exchange members in the fin- 
ancial district. Eventually Gold and 
Stock was merged with the Western 
Union system. | 

The ticker long was hand operated. | 
Quotations sent from the trading floor 
by telegraph to a room on the eighth 
floor were dispatched over the ticker 
wires by a hand-operated disc key- | 
board having a speed of slightly more | 
than 200 characters a minute. In 1921 
the system was made automatic. Five 
keyboard operators now send quota- 
tions direct from the floor to the tick- 
er system by perforated tape at a speed 
of about 300 characters a minute
